In 
the .spring all the annual vegeta­ 
bles, those which complete their life 
cycle in one season, are seemingly 
intent upon seed production, and in 
the case of the leat and root crops, 
when seed bearing begins, quality 
is so impaired th a t the harvest ends. 
Conspicious examples of this are 
cauliflower and Chinese 
The first can seldom be 
by an am ateur in spring, and the 
second difficult. But both can be 
grown with ease in the fall, And 
should ge. 
At Best In Fall 
Brussel sprouts and kale are not 
their best in the fall. 
Endive not 
only grows well in cold weather, but 
its flavor Is greatly improved by 
frost. Spinach, which bolts to seed 
with the first warm days of sum ­ 
mer. no longer show’s this tendency 
when grown in the fall, but gives 
a long harvest of top quality. 
Root crops also like the fall weath­ 
er. but to enjoy the highest quality 
j summer sowings should be made so 
that new crops of beets, carrots and 
turnips will reach caturity in the 
early fall. This is an excellent time 
to have the canning and freezing 
crops available. While old plant­ 
ings of both beets and carrots will 
retain fair table quality until freez­ 
ing weather comes, they should never 
be used for freezing or canning, and 
younger plants will also be more 
welcome on the fall menu. 
For green onions, in the fall, on- 
1 ion sets will rarely be available, 
since last year’s crop cannot be kept 
dorm ant in hot weather, and the 
new crop is not sufficiently cured 
to sta rt growing again without a 
w inter’s rest. The only way to in­ 
sure fall green onions is to sow on­ 
ion seed six to eight weeks before 
the crop is desired. 
Slow* growing vegetables, which 
need only to be sown once in order 
to give an all season harvest, enjoy 
the cool days and more plentiful 
rainfall of autum n as much as the 
early types. 
Swiss chard should be kept young 
by cutting off all leaves more than 
IO inches long, and encouraging new 
growth, which will be more tender. 
New Zealand spinach can be h ar­ 
vested until freezing weather. P a r­ 
snips reach top quality after the first 
hard frosts, though many consider 
them excellent when half grown, 
and use them all summer. 
Pep­ 
pers and egg plant produce abun­ 
dantly in the fall, and the late m a­ 
turing tomatoes and sw-eet corn, 
! combine top quality with the heav- 
j iest yield of the season. 
Truly, the autum n harvest Is „he 
finest of the year! 


Tile United States Department of 
Agriculture has revised a former 
publication on the subject of fish­ 
ponds for fa rips. This instructive 
bulletin is crowded with useful facts 
about a long-neglected 
phase 
of 
farm life—raisins fish. It is Farm­ 
ers' Bulletin 1983 -Farm Fishponds 
Citizens may obtain free copies on 
request to their Congressman. 
According to the authors of thb 
cabbage, j helpful publication, an acre of well 
matured managed farm pond can be mad* 
to yield from 150 to 450 pounds of 
edible fish a year at a cost of only a 
few cents a pound. Of course, proper 
management entails the adoption 
of several improved practiees and 
the abandonment of many erroneous 
ideas about raising fish. Here are a 
few of their condensed suggestions 
Once a dam Is built across a. suit­ 
able farm stream, no food can to 
j produced cheaper than fish. 
Bluegills and large-mouth ba.1 . 
are the best combination of fish for 
the farm pond, with all other kind 
I of common fish eliminated. White 
i perch and catfish have not been 
successfully managed in most farm 
ponds. 
Tile correct rate of stocking a 
newly made farm pond is IOO bass 
fingerlings and between 1,000 and 
1.500 gluegill fingerlings per surface 
acre of water. This stock can be pur­ 
chased cheaply from commercial or 
state hatcheries. 
Both bluegills and bass should 
reach edible size in one year after 
stocking, providing the pond is kept 
free from weeds and the water prop­ 
erly fertilized. 
Fertilization (with ordinary com­ 
mercial fertilizer) Is a "must" in 
fishpond management. The fertilizer 
helps keep unwanted weeds elim­ 
inated and promotes the proper de­ 
velopment of water life forms on 
which fish feed and grow. Fish, like 
beef cattle, hogs and other meat 


animals, m ust be fed to grow rapidly 
and profitably, 
An 8-8-4 strength of fertilizer is I 
recommended. This is added to the 
water of a new* pond until the w ater 
takes on a somewhat clouded ap- 1 
pearanre. Mast ponds, if m aintained 
at their maximum of fish produc- j 
tlon. should receive BOO to 1,200 
pounds of 8-8-4 fertilizer each year. 
Of course, fertilizer needs depend ! 
greatly on the comparition of ru n ­ 
off water on which the pond feeds 
Among common causes of fish fail­ 
ures in farm ponds are: Too many 
weeds; lack of fertility; too much j 
flood w ater to keep the pond w ater j 
muddy; not enough bass to m aintain 
the suitable balance between bass 
and bluegills. 
Old ponds can be brought up to 
good production by destroying all

Notes On Bramble Pruning 
All bramble fruits — raspberries, 
blackberries, boysenberries and dew­ 
berries—should be pruned soon after 
berry harvest ends. Not only are the 
old or bearing canes then useless 
and will never bear again, but they 
may contain borers or disease perils 
which would endanger the new canes 
lf pruning is not done promptly 
after harvest. Too, and this is often 
a greater reason for post-harvest 
pruning, removal of the old canes 
throws all the plant's strength into 
the new canes, the canes on which 
next year’s fruit will be borne. 
One of the aims in training black­ 
berry and raspberry plants is to in­
